The Humboldt National
Forest Land and Resource Management Plan (LRMP) (1986) does not include
management direction for the five USFS wildemess areas thal were designated in 2006
White Pine County Conservation, Recreation and Development Act (WPCCRDA), and the
management direction found in the LRMP for the four wildetness areas designated in 1989
is not adequate or specific enough to ensure the USFS is meeting the mandate of
meservlng wildemess character intended in the 1964 Wildemess Act. The BLM's Mt
oriah Wildemess Management Plan was scheduled for revision in 2005. )
The proposed action is to amend the wilderness management sections of the LRMP for the
Humboldt National Forest, specific to the Ely Ranger District. The primary changes would
be.to the Standards and Guidelines for wildemess management found on pages 1V-71 and
{V-72 in the LRMP, as well as, subsequent sections (1V-137 through 1V-195) pertaining to
the management areas found within the Ely Rarger District, as well as, the Forest Plan
Amendments 1 and 7 relating to the designation of the four Wildemess areas in 1989 and
two Research Natural Area’s in 1998. This altemative would establish standards and
guidelines for the five wildemness areas designated in 2006. -
